“* In a sense, as 
a British commentator has said, 
he almost perfectly illustrates his 
vast country. He is still close to 
his peasant, sheep-herding days, 
though he deals with an industrial 
machine which produces atomic 
weapons and has moved far ahead 
of all competitors in the great 
scientific thrust into outer space. 


But Russia is still half peasant, 
as no other industrialized nation 
is. And many of those here who 
peer into the puzzle of Soviet 
Russia think this fact is yet 
another reason why Nikita Khru- 
shchev wants to find a way out 
of war through negotiation. As 
1959 ended he said, in a talk 
before the Communist Party’s 
Central Committee, that the new 
lands in Kazakhstan had not done 
well. He announced the dismissal 
of a party chief in that region. 


Soviet Production 


He boasted some. Soviet pro- 
duction of butter for the first 
time had exceeded the 1959 level 
of American production. This sta- 
tistic ignored the fact that for 
years the Americans have been 
eating more margarine and that 
consumption and demand for but- 
ter are likely to decline further 
because doctors now are frowning 
on diets which include animal fats 
because of the new discoveries 
about cholesterol. 


Meat, too, was a matter for 
back-patting. In six years it will 
be doubled and exceed U.S. pro- 
duction. 


But agricultural economists 
found the speech, after evalua- 
tion, to be evasive and obviously 
stretched to cover a result not 
too good. The labor force re- 
quired to make the gains noted 
and to bring about the increases 
projected would call for the work 
of one farm worker to feed one 
industrial toiler. A comparative 
handful of U.S. farmers not mere- 
ly feed the industrial millions but 
pile up surpluses which dig into 
the wages of the workers to pay 
for storing it. 


Unproductivity of the Soviet 
farmer obviously is one of Khru- 
shchev’s great burdens. And not 
until he solves it will he really 
bring his country into the power- 
ful position plainly attainable. 
Stalin had. failed. His ruthless- 
ness in setting up collectives had 
meant the liquidation of some 10 
millions of landholders, large and 
small, by execution, imprisonment 
or long sentences in labor camps. 
Khrushchey’s drive to open up 
new lands for grain and his im- 
mediate initiation of new plans 
for collectives were, UN observ- 
ers believe, clear evidence of the 
new government’s need to move 
quickly to break the agricultural 
chains imposed by Stalin. 


By Force 


While Stalin produced collec- 
tives by means of terror and 
force, Khrushchev, so _ experts 
here note, is moving to end col- 
lectives as now known. He ob- 
viotisly has strong convictions as 
revealed by his own criticism of 
China’s vast collective system. 


The so-called conquest of virgin 
lands has enabled Khrushchev to 
set up state farms. There are 
now almost 7,000 of these. In six 
years they have advanced in pro- 
duction to where they supply al- 
most 40 per cent of the nation’s 
grain and about 20 per cent of its 
meat and milk, b 


Ten years ago there were more 
than 250,000 collective farms. The 
number is now down, through the 
process of mergers, to 55,000. This 
process will continue. Already an- 
nounced is a similar system of 
payments for both the state 
farms and collectives. This means 
that in time collective farm work- 
ers will become wage earners 
just as they already are on state 
farms. 


Khrushchev has _ instituted for 
agricultural workers an _ incen- 
tive system like that in industry. 
The high producers will earn 
more. The farms will specialize. 
There will be competition be- 
tween those in like production. 
The next report will come at 
year’s end.

Pioneer Zooms 


For Sun Orbit 


WASHINGTON (f!\—The United States—scoring a 
big point in the space contest with the Soviet Union— 
Friday shot a beachball-size sphereload of instruments 
into an orbit calculated to carry it closer to the sun than 
man ever has probed before. 


The 94.8-pound space probe, giv- 
en the name Pioneer V, sped aloft 
just after 8 am. (EST) from 
Cape Canaveral, Fla., in the nose 
of a powerful Thor-Able rocket 
whose three stages fired, one 
after another, with clocklike pre- 
cision. 

At 4:05 p.m. (EST) eight hours 
after it roared away from the 
cape, the miniature planet was re- 
ported to be 75,350 miles from the 
earth. 


Elated U.S. scientists proclaimed 
it successfully on its way into 
what they said was the broadest 
study yet undertaken of space 
mysteries. 


The mission assigned to the 26- 
inch-across Pioneer: to radio back 
to earth data on the phenomena 
it encounters in the vast reaches 
between the orbital paths traveled

Forecaster at Fault? 
It’s Tricky Weather 


By CHARLES MOORE 
If the heat fails at the Atlanta Weather Bureau, 
the employes don’t have to worry: they can keep warm 
from their red faces. For the third time in 11 days, 
they’ve failed to predict the worst ice and snow storms 


in a quarter of a century. 


What's fogged up their crystal 
ball? 


“There’s no real excuse” for 
missing so badly, said forecaster 
E. J. Clancy. However, he did 
note that Atlanta has been located 
in a ‘marginal’ area between 
weather systems where the chance 
for quick changes were extremely 
likely. 


“There is only one degree of 
temperature difference between 
snow and rain,” he added. ‘‘And 
nobody can predict. within a de- 
gree.”’ 


Another factor reported by 
Clancy is that the forecasters 
have had to make their predic- 
tion after only about half an hour 
study of a mass of information. 


‘‘We’ve had to spend the other 
time on the telephone, much of 
it answering questions of re- 
porters.” 


Clancy reported the weather 
front that brought four inches of 
snow into Atlanta and North Geor- 
gia was dribbling rain all night 
over in Alabama. He termed the 
change from rain to snow ‘“‘freak-

cal orbit that would bring it with- 
in 74.7 million miles of the sun, 
about five months from now. 


That would be about 17 million 
miles closer to the sun _ than 
either the Soviet 1'2-ton Mechta 
or this country’s 13-pound Pio- 
neer IV were able to achieve 
after their launching early in 
1959..The new Pioneer's farthest 
distance from the sun is expected 
to reach 93 million miles. That 
is the same as the _ earth's 
distance. 


Advance word from the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration was that scientists hoped 
Pioneer V would intersect Venus’ 
orbit about 67 million miles from 
the sun. 


PATH OF MARK 


.. However, after the launch NASA 
officials said it never was intend- 
ed to come closer than about four 
million miles from Venus’ orbit. 
Even then, Pioneer's path was 
about three million miles off the 
mark. 


It will take 311 days—about 10 | 


months—for Pioneer V to com- 
plete one circuit about the sun, 
the scientists said. Their advance 
thinking had been in terms of a 
somewhat narrow orbit taking 295 
days. It is moving counterclock- 
wise to the sun—in the same di- 
rection as the earth. 


According to post-launch figures 
Pioneer will cover about 500 mil- 
lion miles in circling the sun and 
will veer out as far as 186 million 
miles from earth. 


SOLAR TRANSMITTERS 

Pioneer V is equipped with two 
solar-powered transmitters to send 
back data on radiation, magnet- 
ism, micrometeorites and the like 
—conditions vitally significant to 
the ultimate objective of space 
penetration by humans.

The 32 Alabama State students 
and a former classmate were con- 
victed of disorderly conduct and 
failure to obey a police officer 
in connection with a demonstra- 
tion at the college Tuesday.

Underwood, was fined $10 and 
costs for disorderly conduct in 
connection with the incident. Her 
physician husband, Dr. Jefferson 
Underwood, received a $1 fine and 
costs for disobeying an officer at 
the jail when he tried to see his 
wife after her arrest. 


GETS 80 DAYS 

At Tampa, Fla., Leon Bellamy, 
a 19-year-old Negro, was sen- 
tenced to 80 days in jail for im- 
proper advances toward a white 
girl. He was given a choice of 
paying a $600 fine or serving an 
additional 100 days. He also was 
sentenced to a $100 fine or 50 
days in jail on charges of disor- 
derly proceedings. 


Police said Bellamy referred 
to a white girl as “‘white trash” 
during a lunch room _ sitdown 
demonstration March 1. The girl's 
white companion, Robert Dodd, 
19, was given a suspended sen- 
tence for disorderly proceedings 
in connection with a fight which 
followed the Negro’s remark 
about the girl. 


At Columbia, S.C., David Car- 
ter, a Benedict College theology 
student who is president of the 
South Carolina Student Movement 
Assn., called off a scheduled 
march to the state house Satur- 
day. But, he said, “we will be 
back” and.declared that neither 
Gov. Ernest F. Hollings nor col- 
lege presidents were calling their 
bluff. 


Cuba Seizes 


3 U.S. Mills 


HAVANA (UPI) — The long-threatened Castro 
drive against American investments of an estimated 
300 million dollars in Cuban sugar mills got under way 
Friday with seizure of four properties. 


Three sugar mills and a rail- 
road operated by the U.S. Guan- 
tanamo Sugar Company in Ori- 
ente Province were “intervened” 
by the state. The company valued 
the properties at more than 10 
million dollars. 


The seizures were the first of 
U.S.-owned sugar mills. Ameri- 
can interests own and operate 31 
of the country’s 161 mills and 
produce about 40 per cent of its 
half-billion-dollar annual crop. 


Although the term “‘interven- 
tion” is used by the government 
to denote temporary occupation, 
operation and control of private 
industry, Friday’s action was be- 
lieved to be a preliminary to total 
expropriation. 


Cuba’s new agrarian reform 
law provides for expropriation of 
the privately-owned Cuban sugar 
industry with compensation to be 
made on the basis of 20 -. year 
government bonds bearing 4'2 
per cent interest. The expropria- 
tion price, under the law, is based 
on what the company valued its 
properties at for tax purposes. 


More than a dozen Cuban- 
owned sugar mills have been con- 
fiscated by the government since 
the January, 1959, triumph of the 
Fidel Castro revolution on the 
grounds that ‘hidden owners” 
were Batista government people. 


The official government press 
hailed the intervention of the, 
American properties.

BOSTON (AP)—Bernard Gold- 
fine, free-spending onetime gift- 
giving friend of Sherman Adams, 
was indicted Friday on charges 
of rersonal and corporate income 
taxes aggregating $790,000. 


A federal grand jury charged 
he had evaded personal income 
taxes from 1953 through 1957 to 
taling $450,961. 


Other indictments alleged -eva- 
sion, from 1952 through 1957, of 
corporate income taxes involving 
his Strathmore Woolen Co. ot 
$340,784. 


NAHA, Okinawa (AP) — An in- 
ternational uproar began building 
up Friday in the case of two 
Ryukyu islanders wounded while 
gathering scrap on a US. Air 
Force gunnery range. Okinawa 
newspapers said they were strafed 
by an American jet plane. 


Binishi Oshiro, 17, and Takemori 
Shimabukuro, 21, were in a hospi- 
tal in the port of Nago, 25 miles 
north of here. Newspapers said 
one was shot in the leg and the 
other lost an arm. Hospital offi- 
cials merely said they are in good 
condition. 


The Air Force began an investi- 
gation to determine whether firing 
practice was under way at the 
time and special warning. signals 
were posted. 


The incident took place Thurs- 
day on Ie Shima, where cor- 
respondent Ernie Pyle was killed 
in World War Il. The island is 
administered by the United States 
along with the rest of the Ryukyus 
and Japan wants them all back. 
The dispute is a long-standing po- 
litical issue in Japan. 


Newspapers said the two island- 
ers were on the range gathering 
scrap metal in defiance of off- 
limits signs when they were ma- 
chine-gunned by an American 
fighter plane. 


The story was published in mass 
circulation Japanese newspapers 
and picked up by the Soviet news 
agency Tass. ‘This is not the first 
time,’ Tass said, “that American 
servicemen in Japan have been 
engaged in ‘manhunts’ for fun.” 
Peiping radio broadcast the same 
comment, 


The Communists thus. likened 


the incident to the 1957 case of 


Army Specialist William S. Girard. 


Japanese viewed that as an indi- 
cation that Americans care little 
for the welfare of Asians. 


The Japanese judge held that 
Girard had yielded to a “childish 
whim” when he shot and killed a 
Japanese woman scavenging for 
scrap on a firing range near 
Tokyo. Girard was convicted of the 
Japanese equivalent of manslaugh- 
ter, given a suspended sentence 
and discharged from the Army. 


Lt. Col. Bernard Peters, an Air 
Force public information officer, 
said there were reports the two 
young men were shot by a guard. 
He said they also might have been 


handling a shell that exploded. 


Peters emphasized that U.S. au- 
thorities have been trying to take 
every possible precaution against 
casualties. Among them are the 
off-limits signs; conferences with 
local officials, and the practice of 
raising a red flag whenever target 
practice is about to begin. 


He indicated that scrap collec- 
tors have been seen running onto 


the range while firing was still | 


going on. U.S. authorities recently 
built a fence around the range 
to keep out scavengers, but Pe- 
ters said they made off with that, 
too. 
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meanwhile branded as “non- 
sense” the proposed U.S. “‘truth 
broadcasts” to be beamed at 
Cuba to counter anti-U.S. propa- 
ganda. The newspaper El Mundo, 
taken over by Castro only last 
week, said editorially the truth 
broadcast plan would be “‘laugh- 
able’ if the idea behind it was 


not “‘so stained with venom and 
bad faith.” 


The revolutionary government 
added another newspaper to its 
chain by ‘“‘intervening’’. the week- 
ly Vocero Occidental, leading 
publication in Pinar del Rio 
province. 


U.S.Official 
Profited in 
Grain Deals 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—A for- 
mer Agriculture Department offi- 
cial admitted Friday that he re- 
ceived $83,000 as a “silent part- 
ner’ in a grain storage firm that 
got lucrative government con- 
tracts from his office. 


The ex-official, Earl C. Corey 
of Portland, Ore., told a Senate 
investigating subcommittee that 
department officials never told 
him about federal conflict-of-in- 
terest laws and regulations until 
shortly before he sold out his in- 
terest in the firm last year. 


The law generally forbids a gov- 
ernment officer from having an 
interest in any firm which does 
business with his agency. 


Corey is the former $14,000-a- 
year director of the Portland of- 
fice of the department’s Com- 
modity Stabilization Service.

Ministers Reaftirm 
Appeal to Reason 


Once again a large group of Atlanta 
area ministers have issued a forthright 
and inspiring appeal for sanity and rea- 
sonableness in this period of racial ten- 
sions during which so many intemperate 
words are being spoken. 


The 134 ministers also reaffirmed 
their belief in the principles of the earlier 
manifesto, including its six main points 
appealing for upholding freedom of 
speech, obedience to law, preservation of 
public schools, tolerance and open com- 
munications. between the races. They 
called also for prayer asking divine guid- 
ance in solving the conflict between local 
customs and law. 


The ministers have performed a serv- 
ice, too, in upholding the method by 
which a group of Negro college students 
expressed their aspirations through an 
advertisement published in the newspa- 
pers. This statement, the ministers de- 
clared, “presented the case for our Ne- 
gro citizens with dignity and restraint.” 


Certainly the right of self-expression 
and freedom of speech cannot be denied 
one group without running the risk of 
denying these rights to. all. Demagogic 
and bitter attacks on those who exercise 
those rights, on their patriotism, motives 
and sincerity borders on attempts at 
thought control which is alien to all basic 
principles of American democracy. 


“We believe that careful study reveals 
that the appeal is not based on an alien 
point of view,” the ministers declared, 
“but upon the spirit of our Constitution 
and upon the teachings of the Hebrew 
prophets and of Christ.” Surely it is 
better than some of the ill-advised dem- 
onstrations of the past few weeks which 
have produced negative results. 


As we have witnessed the deteriora- 
tion of race relations in other communi- 
ties, the loss of communications between 
them and the destructive work of ex- 
tremists on both sides, the challenge to 
people of good will in Atlanta and Geor- 
gia becomes all the more imperative. The 
way of violence and hatred will benefit 
no one but could lead to scars which 
would require many decades to heal. 
There are enough intelligent people of 
good will to prevent its happening here. 


These ministers again have performed 
a public service in line with Christian 
principles. All of us must think clearly 
on this emotionally-charged controversy 
which cannot be solved through extrem- 
ism, hate and fear. 


There is every argument on the side 
of common sense and reason. “Dignity 
and restraint” should be the rule.

Aviation A gency Acts 
In Passengers’ Behalf 


The Federal Aviation Agency, charged 
with making the air safe for travel, has 
banned do-it-yourself drinking aboard 
airliners. 


The FAA regulation specifically re- 
quires that any liquor served aloft be 
poured by a flight attendant. Further- 
more, the regulation gives discretionary 
powers. 


The attendant can refuse to serve a 
passenger when the passenger’s appear- 
ance suggests that service is not in line 
with the comfort and convenience of 
others and with public safety. 


One need not be a prohibitionist to 
applaud the FAA ruling. 


Indeed, it should apply to all com- 
mon carriers, the passengers on which 
are a captive crowd entitled to legal pro- 
tection against him whose intelligence 
and taste are insufficient for the occasion.

Future Trouble Lurks 
In Child’s Diet Today

paring him or her to have a coronary 
occlusion or a stroke in middle age?

House Conference on Children and Youth. 

“If 35 per cent of junior’s calories 
come from fats, he is being prepared 
from nursery school on for a coronary 
occlusion,” Dr. Garn said and added: 


“I am struck by the resemblance of 
teen-age diets to the diet that Dr. Olaf 
Mikelson uses to create obesity in rats 
Frappes, fat meat, hamburgers, bacon and 
mayonnaise sandwiches followed by ice 
cream may be good for the farmer, good 
for the undertaker and is bad for the 
populace.” 


Dr. Mikelson is staff member of the 
Biochemistry and Nutritional Laboratory 
at the National Institute of Arthritis and 
Metabolic Diseases at Bethesda, Md. 


Dr. Garn urged that tap water not be 
replaced by sugared juices and carbonated 
drinks. He deplored the fact children get 
up from a meal and have a later televi- 
sion snack which they take to their ulti- 
mate harm. 


He pointed out that in the cities there 
is less opportunity for caloric expendi- 
ture unless a child is in an organized 
exercise program at school: Does your 
child get exercise?

Georgia Blasted for Paying Its Plumbers 
Higher Average Salaries Than Teachers 


Atlanta — Georgia will never 
be able to attract many intelli- 
gent young people into the teach- 
ing profession as long as she pays 
a plumber more money to lay 
sewer pipe than she pays teachers 
to educate the minds of her chil- 
dren. (The average weekly pay 
for plumbers in Georgia is $148 
a week; the average weekly pay 
for Georgia school teachers is 
$69.70.) 

Georgia lags behind 39 states, 
including a majority of Southern 
states, in average pay for 
teachers. 

In the high school in which I 
teach we have a very fine young 
man who is an excellent teacher 
and coach—but he also has a fam- 
ily to support. He has been of- 
fered a job playing “pro” foot- 
ball at a much larger salary. 
What has happened to Americans’ 
sense of values when they will 
pay a man more money to play 
a game on a football field than 
they will pay him to educate the 
minds of their children? 

We have a 14-year-old friend in 
the ninth grade who makes a 
much larger salary as a page 
carrying documents from the 
document room to congressmen 
than my husband makes teach- 
ing algebra to 162 high school 
students a day.

Now the Legislature has passed 
a bill to kill the gas and tag tax 
amendments and substitutes a bill 
for the voters to approve in No- 
vember that will strip the High- 
way department of more funds 
to be used for other departments 
of the state. 

Georgia needs a highway study 
panel or board of regents and 
they need every voter in Georgia 
to vote to keep the gas and tag 
tax in the highway funds.

Supreme Court Hit 


For Power Tactics 


Atlanta—There have been many 
editorials recently on the Su- 
preme Court’s law-of-the-land de- 
cisions. Some have restated the 
claim that, because of our Con- 
stitution, our government is one 
of laws, not of men. Policy-making 
is one of the most important of 
a government’s functions; there- 
fore | say we have a government 
by an appointed body of nine 
singularly inconsistent, pressure- 
group-prone men. 

Justice Black has asserted that 
it is not for the Supreme Court 
“to ream at large in the broad 
expanses of policy and morals, 
and to trespass on the legislative 
domain of the states.” Justice 
Douglas has warned that “‘insta- 
bility is created’ when ‘‘a judi- 
ciary with life tenure seeks to 
write its social and economic 
creed into the Charter.” Justice 


Frankfurter has declared that, 
“As a member of this Court, I 
am not justified in writing my 
private notions of policy into the 
Constitution, no matter how deep- 
ly I may cherish them or how 
mischievous I may deem their 
disregard.” 

The late Chief Justice Vinson 
emphasized that because the 
court must rest its decisions ‘‘on 
the Constitution alone, we must 
set aside predilections on social 
policy and adhere to the settled 
rules which restrict the exercise 
of our power to judicial review.”

Campaign Oracles 


Look to Primaries 


WASHINGTON—New Hampshire has spoken 
—with about one-third of its small electoral voice 
—and now begins again a leap year of political 


claims, counterclaims, death sentences and reprieves. These judg. 
ments will be confidently asserted by candidates, their campaign 
managers, oracles without benefit of the printing press or the 
air waves and political reporters with access to both. 


This quadrennial turnout of au- 
gurs of political action who as 
confidently prophesy tomorrow 
the reverse of what they have 
confidentally predicted today is 
rather a silly performance. But 
the American people have always 
seemed to enjoy it. And they have 
made political prophecy, based on 
tiny fractional samplings of the 
national voting mind and hedged 
with all the foliage of the sub- 
junctive mood, a flourishing com- 
mercial occupation. 


New Hampshire is a little state, 
with only four of the national to- 
tal of 537 electors. But a fair pro- 
portion of its eligible voters par- 
ticipated in the first presidential 
preference primary to be held in 
this presidential election year; 
the Republican majority percent- 
age was cut from about 70 to 60 
and instantly Senate Majority 
Leader Johnson and the Demo- 
cratic National Committee put on 
the mantle of firm political proph- 
ecy for 1960. The returns, as the 
senator put it, “confirmed” his 
belief that the Democrats will 
“sweep the elections” in 1960. 

But the cloak of oracles is the 
largest garment in the American 
inventory and from its folds Re- 
publicans as instantly uttered pre- 
dictions just as confident. Senate 
Minority Leader Dirksen in-

French Demands 


Spur NATO Crisis 


PARIS—Twelve years ago, at a top secret 
meeting of American, British and French gen- 
erals, it was agreed that the Western Big Three 
would elaborate a common strategy involving ‘ 


vote for candidate Nixon, larger 
than was cast for candidate Eisen- 
hower in 1956, as ‘‘an expression 
of resurgent Republican 
strength.’’ The vice president, he 
noted, had not campaigned in the 
state at all. Also, on the eve of 
the primary, Nixon had defended 
the anti-Communist record of his 
Democratic rival in the popular- 
ity contest, Sen. Kennedy, from 
an attack by Nixon’s own cam- 
paign manager, the Republican 
governor. 

Sen. Kennedy demonstrated 
that he is a great vote - getter 
among those he personally solicits 
in states outside his own Massa- 
chusetts and no Democratic rival 
as yet has done this. Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon made a similar dem- 
onstration, against a self-chosen 
handicap and a handicap Gov. 
Powell forced upon him that Ken- 
nedy did not carry. The New 
Hampshire Democrats made a 
percentage gain which, if na- 
tionally reflected in substantial 
degree in the November poll, 
would elect their candidates for 
president and vice president. And 
the incident created by Gov. Pow- 
ell’s charge that Kennedy has 
been “soft on communism” 
forecast that a Kennedy- 
Nixon contest for president would 
be a dazzling show of nimble po- 
litical footwork.

direct consequence of these talks was the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. But failure to realize the concept of big three global 
planning has now brought NATO to the verge of serious crisis. 


In September, 1959, De Gaulle 
wrote Eisenhower and Macmillan 
proposing that the United States, 
Britain and France create a tri- 
partite organization to coordinate 
all Western policy on a worldwide 
basis. This request, however, has 
never been met by Washington or 
London. 


The smaller NATO Allies keen- 
ly resent the thought of any Big 
Three directorate and insist their 
membership in the pact entitles 
them. to equal participation in all 
its decisions. Furthermore, they 
dislike the idea of extending al- 
liance responsibilities, even by 
implication, beyond the Atlantic 
area. We sympathize with that 
view. 

Nevertheless, this does not de- 
ter De Gaulle from pressing his 
case. And his case will be re- 
inforced on March 11 by revela- 
tion of hitherto highly classified 
minutes of the military conversa- 
tions which led to NATO’s forma- 
tion. 

This will be done by Gen. 
Pierre Billotte, a former French 
minister of defense, in an address 
at Bad Godesberg before a meet- 
ing attended by the president of 
West Germany. 

Billotte was given ‘“‘personal 
and secret instructions” by his 
government in late 1947 to seek a 
“secret military agreement” with 
the United States “for the pur- 
pose of insuring the security of 
our two countries and of the At- 
lantic world by a common strate-

gy.” Washington accepted the 
idea and London was invited to 
send a representative. 

NATO eventually resulted but 
NATO’s planning covers only an 
agreed area between Turkey, 
Norway and North America. Fur- 
thermore, it is worked out by 15 
nations, not three. France feels 
this is the ‘“‘first phase” en- 
visioned in 1948 and that there 
must now be a second phase co- 
ordinating Western Big Three 
strategy for “‘the entire world.” 

It is unlikely that Billotte’s dis- 
closure of secret tripartite discus- 
sions 12 years ago will in any 
way alter the existing impasse. 
But it will certainly again draw 
attention to the problem posed by 
De Gaulle. This in itself is desir- 
able because the problem cannot 
be escaped by being ignored. 

If De Gaulle’s demands are not 
met at least part way, he plans to 
weaken still further France’s 
NATO ties. 

Such should not be taken as a 
threat that France will leave the 
alliance but it would certainly 
again reduce the degree of its 
participation. On the other hand, 
if Washington and London grant 
De Gaulle all he wants, some of 
NATO’s angry smaller members 
may indeed talk of pulling out of 
NATO. Nobody has yet worked 
out the terms for a potential com- 
promise. Yet just this must be 
done. The time has come to untie 
NATO’s Gordian knot, a knot that 
can't be cut.
